Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

Two excisions are required to remove material in which a man engages a woman in vigorous and 
contemptuous facial intercourse that causes her to repeatedly gag and splutter. The material 
degrades, demeans and dehumanises the woman by presenting her as a sexual utility for the man's 
sexual gratification, an effect strengthened by the fact it is presented for the entertainment and 
sexual arousal of male viewers. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entided Out Of Place is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD primarily comprises a feature with several scenes explicitly depicting sexual activity 
between adults, presented as sexually arousing entertainment. It contains material that is so highly 
degrading, dehumanising, and demeaning to some women participants, and to women in general, 
that it is objectionable under s3(3)(a)(iii) and 3(3)(c) of the Films, Videos and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). Excisions are required to remove this material to avoid the 
injury that it will cause on men's attitudes towards sex and women in general. The distributor of 
the publication decided not to make the excisions, and the publication is classified as objectionable. 

This classification interferes with the freedoms set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, 
but the outcome is a reasonable limitation that reflects the concern of a free and democratic society 
to prevent the availability of publications that are likely to be injurious to the public good for 
reasons specified in s3(3) of the FVPC Act. 
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
